The new plan adds an entrance 
and exit іп the ака and includes 
frontage roads along the highway.

Keller did not say Friday 
whether the new plan was a result 
of a change in the topography, 
existing street patterns and fixed 
features of the area, or whether 
the new plan had come as a result 
of the pressure put on the depart- 
ment when the Spence group brought 
the situation to public attention. 

Keller sa:3 the reason the new 
proposal was net to put the high- 
way at subsurface was because it 
would take more right-of-way. But 
after the grcup reminded him that

Nixon in San Jose:"V" is for Victory ` 


SAN JOSE, Calif. (LNS)--"It's time 
to draw the line,"thundered Nixon 
over national TV the night bofore 
elections, "Violence,...blah...per- 
misiveness...klah...lawlessgess... 
blah...yonth...blah...prisoner: 

the White House...blah...San Jose." 

In a little guerrilla theater of 
his own, Nixon went tc San Jose 
with his silver screen sidekicks 
Ronald Reagan and George Murphy 
Oct. 29 to stage a showdown with 
the low-down, no-geod crazy radi- 
cals. The Fearless Fascist walked 
into a barrage of eggs, rocks and 
bottles, just to chalk up a few 
more last-minute votes for re- 
pression, recism and recession. 

Nixon didn't mention that among 
the crowd of "anarchistic nihilists 
in San Jese that night were workers 
who called themselves “Hardhats 
Against Nixon" and a couple of hun- 
d unemployed engineers. The 
United Varmworkers helped organize 
the rally against the president. 
and hundreds of unemployed Chica- 
nos were there. 

There were four busts that night: 
а woman hospital worker was charged 
with felonious assault on a police 
officer; a construction worker, a 
carpenter and a student got mis- 
demeanor charges.

agree that Davis is a conscientious 
objector. 

H. Averil Sweitzer, Davis 
attorney intends to ask for a 
rehearing by all the judges of the 
fifth Circuit Court of Appeals be- 
cause Davis was not provided due 
process of the law in the way in 
which his draft board reached the 
decision not to reopen his classi- 
fication. ТЕ the rehearing is 


denied then Davis' lawyer will 
appeal in the U.S. Supreme Court. 
Harvey Davis has served in the 
eace Corps in Peru where he 
worked with a farmers cooperative. 
Since his return to Dallas, Davis 
has worked with the Dallas food 
cooperative. 

A U.S. mouthpiece, Asst. U.S. 
attorney Kenneth Mighell has claim- 
ed that Harvey or anybody for that 
matter is not entitled to a civil 
preinduction court review of a 
draft board ruling. Не believes 
that Harvey must be inducted first 
Or become a criminal by refusing 
to join the death establishment.

shoving icecubes under his nuts 
are usually successful. Generally 
within a half hour or forty-five 
minutes the person will be able to 
maintain consciousness unassisted, 
It should be mentioned here that 
the emptier a person's system 1з, 
the more quickly the drug will 
pass through it, so if he feels 
like vomiting, and there's a good 
chance he will, by all means en- 
courage it. 


heroin, of course, there's not 
much that will prevent you from 
passing out, and it's wierd, 
there's no warning of anythíng, 
it's as if someone shuts off a 
switch in your head: one moment 
you're awake, the next moment 
you're not. You're dying! There 
is a drug Naline Hydrochloride, 
which specifically acts to counter- 
act heroin poisoning, but it's 
extremely hard to get and I've 
never seen it on the íllegal drug 
market. What you can do, however, 
and which has consistently worked 
in my experience, is put one to 
one and a half teaspoons of ordi- 
nary table salt in one pint of or- 
dinary cold water and then give 
the overdosee one c.c. of this 
solution intravenously. It will 
bring him back to conscíousness 
within a couple of minutes-or if 
he's really gone and overdosed 
himself, at least it will get him 
breathing on his own again. I've 
never seen this method fail, but 
you really feel like shit for a 
long time afterwards.

NEW YORK (LNS)--Another high- 
spirited Young Lords march blocked 
New York traffic for miles as 
10,000 revolutionaries chanted and 
sang all the way from 125th Street 
through the heart of El Barrio in 
East Harlem to the United Nations 
Plaza at 42nd St. 

The Party had called the march 
for Oct. 30 to commemorate the 
20th anniversary of the armed 
attack by young Puerto Rican na- 
tionalists on the Jayuya jailhouse 
in Puerto Rico. The rebellion 
spread to ten other towns before 
it was crushed two days later. 

Like those earlier revolutionar- 
ies, the New York demonstrators de- 
manded the immediate independence 
of Puerto Rico, that U.S. Caribbean 
colony where unemployment is 307 
and О. S. éompanies control all of 
the island's major industries: 
sugar, petro-chemical (oil and 
other petroleum by-prducts), and 
copper. 

Dominican revolutionaries 1iving 
in New York lent support to their 
Latin sisters and brothers. As 
the marches passed a group of 
Puerto Rican children from Catholic 
school, the nun and priest stood 
in front of the kids to block their

New York, (LNS) -- Puerto Rican, 
Black, and other Third World 
(colonized) women are becoming 
more aware of their oppression in 
the past and today. They are 
suffering under different types of 
oppression under capitalism. 
First, they are oppressed as Puer- 
to Ricans or Blacks. Second, they 
are oppressed as women. Third, 
they are oppressed by their own 
men. Тһе Third World woman be- 
comes the most oppressed person 
in the world today. 

Economically, Third World women 
have always been used as a cneap 
source of labor and as sexual ob- 
jects. Puerto Rican and Black 
women are used to fill working 
class positions in factories, mass 
assembly lines, hospitals and all 
other institutions. They are paid 
lower wages than whites and kept 
in the lowest paid position within 
society. At the same time, giving 


- Puerto-Rican and Black women. 


keeps the male from gaining есо- 
nomic independence, and the 

family unit is broken down. Capi- 
talism defines manhood according 
to money and status; the Puerto 
Rican and Black man's manhood is 
taken away by making the women the 
breadwinner. 

This situation keeps the Third 
World man divided from his woman. 
The Puerto Rican and Black man 
either leaves the household or he 
stays and becomes economically 
depesdent on the woman, undergoing 
psychological damage, Не takes 
out 211 of his frustrations on his 
woman, beating her, repressing aud 
liaiting her freedom. Because this 
society produces these conditions, 
our major enemy is capitalism 
rather than our own oppressed men, 

Third World women have an inte- 
gral role to play in the liberation 
of ali oppressed people as well as 
in the struggle for the liberation 
of women. Puerto Rican and Black 
women make up over half of the 
revolutionary army, and in the 
stuggle for national liberation 
they must press for the equality 
of women; the women's struggle is 
the revolution within the revolu- 

ion. Puerto Rican women will be

They are respected by the rest of 
the comnurity for being good 
cooks, good housekeepers, good 
mothers, but aever for being intel- 
ligent, strong, educated, or mili- 
tant. In the past, women were not 
educatec, only the sons got an ed- 
ucation, and mothers were respected 
for the number of sons they had, 
not daughters, Daughters were 
worthl and the only thing they 
could do wes marry early to get 
away from home, At home tne role 
cf the daughter was to be в nurse- 
maid for the other children and 
kitchen heip for her mother.

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DETROIT (LNS) —- Patrolman Ronald 
Gedda used to be a motorcycle cop. 
He still wears leather boots and 
walks with a swagger. In 1967 this 
cop shot and killed a black woman 
during the Detroit riots, then pre- 
tended he had stumbled and shot her 
by accident, The woman was shot 
between the eyes. 

On Sunday, October 11, Gedda shot 
and killed a young white worker in 
full view of the victim's family, 
Charles Calloway was a 24-year-old 
white worker at Chrysler; he also 
worked part time in a service sta- 
tion. His wife, of Puerto Rican 
descent, ís left with their three 
children, 

According to witnesses, the inci- 
dent took place when two police 
officers, Gedda (who is white) and 
Patrolman William Freeman (who is 
black) were driving up the alley 
behind Calloway's house. Calloway 
was under his car showing the 
transmission to three black men 
who were interested in buying it. 
The policemen got out of their 
car and went over to talk to Cal- 
loway. А fight ensued. The pol- 
icemen got Calloway down on his 
back, and beat him for several 
minutes, 

By this time a crowd had gath- 
ered. A woman witness, one of 
Calloway's neighbors, recalled: 


says, ‘Shoot him and get it over 
with!' So this red -headed сор 


[Gedda] got up, backed up a little 
and he shot him. But he didn't 
shoot him with the gun in his 
holster, he shot him with a little 
gun he carried in his belt... he 
couldn't have been over five or 
six feet away from Charlie when he 
shot him," 

Another of Calloway's neighbors, 
who was standing only two feet 
away from Patrolman Gedda when he 
fired, remembers that he asked the 
cop, "What the hell did you shoot 
that man for?" Gedda said, "He 
tried to grab my gun."  Calloway's 
neighbor responded, "How could he 
grab your gun when you're way back 
here and the man's sitting there 
on the ground?" Gedda didn't say 
anything to that, but he took hís 
other gun out of his holster and 
pointed it at the witnesses and 
said, "Stay where you're at." 

The incident ended the way many 
similar police actions are con- 
сіздей, Having satisfied their 
bloodlust, Patrolmen Gedda and 
Freeman radioed for help. Wit- 
nesses state that the two police- 
men were visibly shaken and afraid 
of the crowd's reactions, The 
crowd, however, was understandably 
wary of the cops' guns, Gedda and 
Freeman then dumped Calloway's 
dead body onto a stretcher and 
drove to Detroit General Hospital

Letter from a Brazilian Prisoner 


(Editor's Note: There may be as 
many as 10,000 political prisoners 
in Brazil. Nobody really knows. 
Students, workers, priests, doc. 
tors, lawyers, engineers, even a 
few businessmen, their friends and 
families, anyone suspect of acti- 
vity against the fascist govern- 
ment is subject to the most arbi- 
trary violence and tortures that 
have been denounced by everyone 
from the Pope to the UN. But се ~ 
tortures continue, The following 
letter was recently smuggled out 
of prison. Dan Mitrione, the US 
police advisor recently executed 
in Montevideo, Uruguay, served as 
an advisor to the Brazilian mili- 
tary police in charge of many of 
the prisons.) 


I write these lines with the 
purpose of exposing and denouncing 
the atrocities committed by those 
who call themselves the represen- 
tatives of order in Brazil; that 
is, the federal police and the 
army. Both of these institutions 
possess instruments of torture 
that are applied to those who 
struggle to free our people from 
misery and the actual dictatorial 
regime that has completely surren- 
dered the country to the interests 
of North American imperialism, 


Т am at the present tíme a mem- 
ber of a revolutionary Marxist- 
Leninist organization because I 
believe that the principles of 
this organization are just and 
will lead us to the liberation of 
the peoples who are oppressed or 
humiliated in one way or another 
by imperialism. As a militant of 
thís organization I struggled, 
struggle today in prison, and vill 
continue to struggle for the im- 
platantation of socialism in 
Brazil and the world. The tortures 
suffered, seen and heard will 
never mute these ideas. 

I was placed in a tiny, sound- 
proof room and forced to take off 
all my clothes, . Then they put an 
electrical wire in each of my ears 
and with a small generator began 
the shocks, which eventually left 
Ше unconscious and bleeding from 
the mouth, When I recovered con- 
sciousness they tied the wires to 
my feet and hands and increased 
the voltage of the shocks and 
while a few of them busied them- 
selves with the shocks others beat 
me with a hard rubber stick and 
another kept kicking me until I 
lost consciousness and the bleed- 
ing started up again from my mouth. 
These tortures were accompanied 
with threats such as, "We're going

diligent in reporting any attacks 
on police, devoted only five col- 
umn inches to this incident. 
Rather than getting the facts from 
witnesses, the News used the pol- 
ice report. The News did not re- 
port the beating. It states: 
"Freeman's (the Black cop's) gun 
fell from the holster, police said, 
and Calloway tried to reach for it, 
Gedda pulled his service revolver 
and ordered him to stop but Callo- 
way knocked Gedda's gun from his 
hand and lunged for it police said.

Part 3: The Little Fellow's

Americans have always known 
that banks are behind everything. 
Thomas Jefferson said they were 
more dangerous than standing 
armies, The Wobblies, a revolu- 
tionary labor movement in the 
early decades of this century, had 
a ballad that ran: 

Oh, the banks are made of 
marble 

With a guard at every door 
And the vaults are stuffed 
with silver 

That the people sweated for. 

The business of a bank is lend- 
ing out other peoples' money at 
a profit. Through their control 
of credit, banks gradually extend 
their control throughout society. 
As Bob Dylan put it, "The national 
bank at a profit sells a roadmap 
to the soul,,." 

Since the system runs at the ex- 
pense of the great majority of peo- 
ple, and the people know it, banks 
have always had to worry about 
getting burned down, Bank of 
America—--modern ín all thíngs-- 
has always been a leader in at- 
tempts to convince people that 


the evidence to the contrary. 

Bank of America, in fact, used 
to call itself "the Peoples' Bank." 
A. P. Giannini, the bank's founder 
had the advertising department 
nickname him "the Little Fellow's 
Friend," To build up this image, 
Giannini said things like "The only 
legitimate business in the world 
today is to fill the needs of peo- 
ple--as we serve so shall we pros- 
per," 

To defend this shuck, Bank of 
America has always employed a large 
crew of image-makers. After the 
bank foreclosed on thousands of 
farmers during the Depression, its 
power was exposed by John Steínbeck 
in "Grapes of Wrath" and Carey 
McWilliams in "Factories in the 
Field". A Bank image-maker, assig- 
ned to evaluate the damage, report~ 
ed confidentially that the books 
strengthened the notion "of land- 
grabbing on our part." It seemed 
unwise for Bank of Ameríca to be 
the biggest bank and the biggest 
lawndowner at the same time. So 
most of the 600,000 acres were 
sold off. 

Today Bank of America conducts 
extensive market research studies 
to learn how to win friends and 
influence people. Опе recent pro- 
ject was a number of special "test 
branches" located near college cam- 
puses in California. Experiments 
were conducted to learn how to 
win students as loyal customers. 
Discussion groups were organized 
(without students knowing Bank of 
America was the sponsor) and the 
sessions were tape recorded and 


Sometimes observed from behínd one- 
way mirrors. Опе of the test 
branches was located at Isla Vista, 
California, just outside the Uni- 
versity of Californía at Santa 
Barbara. 

On February 25, 1970, students 
delivered a decisive experimental 
result by burning down the Isla 
Vista test branch. The bank's 
petty manipulation was swept aside.

of America 
varied, Some students knew about 
the bank's орргеёѕіоп of Chicano 
farm workers. Others knew of the 
bank's involvement” ín the Vietnam 
war. Said one 17-year-old bank- 
burner, "Well, it was there...the 
biggest capitalist establishment 
thing around," 

And everything the kids at Isla 
Vista said about Bank of America 
was true, Their instincts had 
broken through one of the most 
carefully devised corporate images 
in America, Like the Wobblies, 60 
years before, people instantly 
identified the bank as the real 
enemy. Young revolutionaries all 
over California began to imitate 
them, trashing and bombing Bank 
of America branches. 

Bank gf America responded with 
a $340,000 campaign that placed 
full-page advertisements in every 
daily newspaper in California. The. 
burning was "mindless violence," 
said the bank, All the charges 
made against the bank were "perni- 
cious propaganda," 

That was only the first shot, 
Bank of America knew that it had 
to make unprecedented efforts to 
make itself seem friendly, helpful 
and peace-loving. Singing rock 
commercials were aired on hip radio 
stations. Psychedelic cartoon 
advertisements were placed in 
college newspapers, And top bank 
executives formed a "student aff- 
airs committee" to try to "under- 
stand" student grievances. Bank 
chairman Louis Lundborg came out 
publicly against the Vietname war. 
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But the bank was running scared, 
When SCOPE Corp., a subsidiary of 
Saga Foods, wanted to install a 
bank as part of a student housing 
project at the University of Cali- 
fornia at Riverside, it invited 
Bank of Ameríca to fill the space. 
The bank was cautious. Its stud - 
ent affairs aommittee called to- 
gether student "leaders" from all 
over the state to a two-day semi- 
nar at Riverside to discuss whe- 
ther it was safe for Bank of Amer- 
ica to locate branches near coll- 
ege campuses, The Riverside ques- 
tion is undecided. 

Meanwhile, the Bank of America 
rebuilt its Isla Vista branch 
bigger than ever, А new police 
station will be located across 
the street. "We are but one bank, 
but we have decided to take our 
stand in Isla Vista," announced 
the full-page ads of the $25- 
billion giant. 

But all the advertising in the 
world won't save Bank of America, 
The truth keeps slipping out. The 
bank claims it is against the war 
while it expands its operations 
in Southeast Asia, The bank says 
it is the friend of labor while 
it refused to allow its ow em- 
ployees to unionize, The bank 
says it will fight racism while 
it operates an affiliate in white- 
supremacist Rhodesia, The bank 
says it is "The Little Fellow's 
Friend" while it takes interest 
m them in the most sophisti- | 
cated loan shark racket in his- 
tory--BankAmericard. 

When called to answer for its 
activities, Bank of America can 
always fall back on the argument 
that it is no better and no worse 
than the capitalist system it- 
self. "Business is business." 
After all, making a profit has 
never been a pleasant operation. 
And that's true. To burn the 
bank is to declare that there 
can be no compromise with the 
system it represents. To burn 
the bank is to destr^v the cita- 
del of a system that sanctifies 
the exploitation of man by man.

Manufacturers are not required 
ander the Food, Prugs, and Cosme- 
tics Act to provide proof of the 
safety or eificacy of the sprays 
or to list the chemical ingredi- 
ents on the label. А11 of the
